Now is the time to prepare to 
spray those early sown crops of 
wheat that are becoming very 
weedy. It is safe to use the ester if 
2.4D three weeks after the crop 
has emerged or when the crop has 
reached the four leaf stage up un¬ 
til the time that it has reached the 
shot blade, but after that it will do 
no harm to the crop until matur¬ 
ity. The same rule can be followed 
fee barley and rye, although bar¬ 
ley is a little more susceptible to 
2 4D ester than wheat. 

Oats can be sprayed between the 
three and the six leaf stage, but be

careful to avoid it between six leaf 
and early shot blade stage. 

Oats, barley and flax are all more 
s.nsitive to 2,4D than wheat, there¬ 
fore care must be taken kf using 
2,4D and not exceed the amount 
recommended on the label. It is 
safer to use the amines, especially 
on flax. When applying the amines 
to flax it should not be done until 
after the flax has developed 3 or 
4 leaves and can be safely done 
until just before budding. 

The present hot windy spell has 
not been good for most crops but 
we do not believe that shortage of 
moitsure is a serious factor in 
... growing crops at this time provid¬ 
ing the weeds are disposed of at 
the right time and the available 
moisture is retained lor the crop.
